Judge Jim Hargis is a member of the Democrat- 
ic State Central Committee and J. C. W. Beckham 
is Governor of the State of Kentucky, elected by the 
Democratic party and nominated by it for the 
United States Senate. Judge Hargis is accused of 
having had a number of his political opponents killed to 
get them out of the way. Abner Smith said not long ago 
that Hargis had hired him to kill Dr. Cox. 01 

course we do not know that this is so, but many people 
believe it. Governor Beckham appointed a one horse 
country lawyer named Carnes to conduct the trial of 
HargiS, which is one of great importance to Kentucky and 
great interest to the whole country. There were v ery good 
reasons why Hargis should not be tried in his home town of 
Jackson, in Breathitt county. The Judge said that his 

life was in danger there, and the prosecuting at- 
torney said that he would be killed if there were not 

soldiers there to protect him. So the Governor sent 
the soldiers. Hut Hargis wanted to be tried in 

Jackson. He did not seem to mind if the prosecuting at- 
torney's life was in danger. So as Hargis's lawyer could not 
agree with the prosecuting lawyer as to where the trial should 

bit held, Judge Carnes decided to change the trial 

to Sandy HOOk, the county seat of Elliott county. For 
some reason the prosecuting attorney did not favor this, and 
wanted to have the trial go on at Jackson. But just then 
Hargis's lawyers decided they were not so anxious to 
have him tried iu Jackson, indeed they preferred Sandy 
Hook. Strange! 

Now the judge who may try Hargis at Sandy Hook is 
named Redwine (He would perhaps smell as sweet if he 
were named Moonshine, but we can't blame him for his 
name.) Hedwine was the man who arranged the "gerryman- 
der'' in the state legislature. The twentieth district was 
Republican and the gerrymander arranged anewdem 

ocratic judicial district, and Governor Beckham ap- 
pointed Redwine judge in the district which he had 
just helped to steal, for "gerrymandering" is a low 
form of political robbery. Hargis has a munbtroi

HAT we nectl in this country is to speak through the none. Tho 
'•Yankee nasal twang" is a misnomer. Tlie "twang," giving 
such a disagreeable tpiality to all nttcraiue, comes from a lack 
of breathing through the nose while speaking, hence it is tho 
r. terse of nasal. You will fmj this same twang, by the way, 
' in certain part* of England, where the enunciation ll so bad 
it is difficult at times to understand what is said. In this 
matter of distinctness the l'ren« h tncthotl of speech is the most 
perfect, just Utauso it is the most truly nasal. This sonorous 
quality peculiar (e the French actor is derived, in all probabil- 
ity, from the old days when theatrical representations were given in the 
ojH'ii air nnd the shaking was tlone through masks. A full vocal power 
was thus acquired which hue ne\cr bee_ lost, antl whit h marks the French 
method of intonation as being thoroughly admirable and natural. 

Of course it .would In- pleasant to havt' our language spoken torrectly 
everywhere. Wit there is a doubt in my mind, if such a universal uni- 
formity could l»e achieve*], whether it would not I* tedious to hear. There 
is a certain imagination, for instance, in the intonation of the "tough" 
that one would almost regret to lose. The man who employs slang antl 
has certain oddities of enunciation sometimes enriches the language; but 
from swelldom we have no enrichment. Tin-re is no question as to the 
deplorable inelegance of speech on the part of those who are most desirous 
to lie elegant. The lackadaisical utterance of the "swell," for instance, is 
the worst form of spoken English to the ear. In England the blase set 
atTit ts a sort of listlc«s, fatigued, dipped speech suggesting a race that is 
lacking in vitality. When the whole muscular, system is relaxed it is an 
effort to form a syllable, and tin result is weariness in the listener as well 
as in the sjieakcr. The French, however, by a more skillful and thorough 
use of the muscles connected with vocalization, convey an impression of 
agreeable animation to their conversation that render* H unfoned and 
natural.

Problems of the District School. 

Hy l"mf. NMHMh 
Part I. — Practical Direction! 

Before School Opena — An hood an the contract is signed your work 
should liegin. If the the opening of school is a month or two off ho much 
t|„. |„tiei ll will l'ivc Ih" trusts time to carry out iiny xiiKgr-stioa*. y.ui 
may make in regard to repairs, etc. 

Make the acquaintance of the people in the district, creating a» favor- 
able an impression as possible. Be enthusiastic about the approaching term 
nud bOMkW that all of school age will attend. Then visit the school house 
and make a thoro inspection. Make two lists — one of things the trustees 
should do — the other of things to be done by yountelf und the pupils. 
The building ueetls a new roof, there are uo desks, no chairs, no black 
board no window curtains, the walls need painting. These should be at 
tended to by the district and you hand the list neatly written to the trustee 
in charge. Perhaps he will object to taxing the district, but if you have 
made him your friend he will want to oblige you. Point out to him the 
necessity of a comfortable room. It is to lie the home of the children for 
the next six mouths. There is where they will speud most of their wak 
in* hours five days in the week. It is his sworn duty to see that a com 
fortable house is provided. It is necessary not only for comfort but for 
health. It will not do to have the children expose*! to a leaky roof, to 
walls aud broken windows. It is ecouomy to use paint on out 
Desks are a necessity for study. Window curtains 
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eyes. 

When you have carried your poiut witl/the director help him to 
it plain to others. Win the people by your eariiestuess and they will l»e 
ready to resjxjnd to your appeal. Do uot scold nor ridicule nor threaten, 
but simply say we are goiug to have one of the best schools in the couuty 
und you want everything as uearly right as {lossible to begiu with. 

This poiut cu r -ied you next consult your list of thing* to be done by 
yourself aud the pupils. You would better begin with the playground. 
That will most easily enlist their attention. Make a frolic of it and invite 
all the children largo enough to assist. Clear off all the rubbish, remove 
obstructions, repair the fence if there is one, clean out the well or spring 
and make everything shipshape. When lunch time comes provide a uice 
place so that all can eat in a group. Direct the conversation into some 
thing pleasant and profitable. After all have eaten read or tell a story, 
sing a song, play some pleasant game and then go on with the work. 

This should be done only a few daya before school o|>ens. The girls 
can do their part by washiug the windows, cleauing the wall aud scrubbing 
the tloor. A boy should black the stove. 

When all is clean some touches of adornment may be added. Sprigs 
of spruce, pine, cedar, holly, hung in festoons over the blackboard aud 
about tho walls have a pleasing effect. 

The advantages of some such plan as this are many. It advertises 
the opening of school; it eulists the interests of both parents aud pupils; 
it affords au opportunity of acquaintance betweeu teacher and people; it 
gives the children a proprietary interest in the school house aud grounds; 
aud last but by no means the least it gives the teacher an opportunity to 
Btutly his pupils and arrange a program for the first day of school which 
should be a red letter day. 

The First Day Arrange your program ten days ahead if possible. 

l-'ind out who the speakers of tho district are ami get their consent to take 
the subjects you assign them. There are usually a few iieople who can 
address au audience creditably, an ex-teacher, a justice of the peace, a 
physician, and |>erbaps a minister. Three or four will bo sufficient. The 
children should have first place. The program may run something like this. 

First Day or School. 

U:00 o'clock— Kinging of the Ml. 

Song by the school, America. 

Bible reading by the teacher. 

Prayer. 

Calling tho roll. 

Kemarks by teacher. 

Declamation by pupil. 

Kssay, Geography, by pupil. 

Docluuiatiou by pupil. 

Essay, my First Day at school, by pupil. 

Reciting memory gems, mother Goose rhymes, etc., by school 

Song by school. 

Address, The District school, by Justice of the Peace. 
Address, Value of Steady attendance, by ex teacher. 
V Ureas, Some rules ol Health, by Physician. 
Closing remarks by teacher. 
Song by school - 
Dismissal. 

Do not fail to carry out some such program as this. If it is carefully 
arranged beforehand it is certain to be a success. The patrons must be 
seen in good time and asked to make a ten minute speech on the subject you 
have selected. If one demurs give a little tactful encouragement. If he 
asks, "What shall I say V you may briefly outline his address for him. Be 
sure to call on every one who is to take part more than once if possible and 
sou that each one is really in earnest. 

The children should meet two or three times for instruction and rehear- 
sal so that no failure is likely to occur on their part. The school room 
should bo just as neat and pretty as it can be made. Provisions must have 
been made for the seating of the visitors and they must be cordially wel- 
comed. Kvery parent in the district should be invited and an opportunity 
given for voluntary remarks. 

The most important part of the whole is the address of the teacher, 
lie should indorse what has been said about regularity of attendance, 
promptness, obedience, etc. Speak of the value of a day in school, the 
disadvantages of a day lost, and the difference an education makes in ear 
uiug power in after years. 

Much is gained by such a plan as this. A good impression is 
made u|>on the pupils aud the parents have committed themselves to the 
essential things. The first half day haa been well spent. 

It remains to be said that in calling the roll you should have the 
name of every pupil in the district. If any are not present inquire about 
thorn aud express the hope that they may euter at once.

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What the Wise Farmers are Thinking and Doing

While it rains aud snows our farmers are conversing with 
aud planning for the best result of the coming crop. 

Now is the time to think what kind of vegetables we will want on the 
table next wiuter, and then try to raise plenty for home use. The farmer 
that has to buy bread, meat and vegetables is climbing up hill slowly. 
There has been some wiuter plowing done in this vicinity, which will prove 
beneficial in various ways to the comiug crop. Give your calves and sheep 
plenty of solid feed through March and April, and your pocket book will 
be heaping full at soiling time. Don't forget to feed the old hens some too, 
and they will pay your grocery bill; as well as a good percent on your 
shoes aud clothing. When you clean out your barn haul your manure to 
the field at once, it saves time aud gets all the strength on your land. Be 
careful to wrap your hams in paper aud sack them up before the fly de- 
posits its eggs in them. A good way to preserve middling meat is to put it 
down in fresh salt or ashes; though the ashes give the cook a little extra 
work. 

How many farmers let the rabbits destroy their young apple trees? 
Let's save the birds. Some day when it's not raining would be a 
good time to trim the fruit trees and grape vines, we will have to plow as 
as the ground gets dry enough.

A diaft horse breeder and grower 
from eoH hood gives some of hla own 
Wperi sSSSS In draft horse manage- 
ment, and especially developing them 
from colta. lu hla recent address at a 
Kaunas breeders association he aaid: 

With careful feed and attention the 
first winter Ihe smaller brweda of 
horsos, like the (rotters, will usually 
attain to a proiier degree of develop 
nient. without a great deal of extra 
attention thereafter Hut I have 
found that It paid well to puah the de- 
velopment of my draft colta during 
tho second year It has been my 
practice to reed the horae colta. and 
sometimes the fillies, a light ration 
of grain or pasture during the aecond 
summer One who haa never tried It 
will he amaxed at the remarkable de 
velopment a draft colt will show In 
one summer with a very email grain 
ration on good paature. I auppoae 
oats would be recommended for this 
purpose by the authorities on feed- 
ing, but I have had very satisfactory 
results with corn alone Grass seems 
to provide all tbe elements necessary 
to balance the small corn ration. The 
expense of such a grain ration la 
small I have found lhat a quart 
each of shelled corn and oata. or a 
quart and one hair of shelled corn 
gave very aatlafactory results This 
la about SO cents per month expense 
for grain I am aure I have never re- 
ceived as large returns from an equal 
amount of expense, aa this grain ra- 
tion fed on pasture will give in the 
growth and development of a draft 

After that a moderate grain ration, 
and reasonable care, during the aec- 
ond winter, practically completes the 
development or a draft colt. The 
foundation haa been laid for that per- 
fect develoimient of form, that makes 
an attractive horse He will be more 
easily kept on good roughness with a 
very light ration of grain thereafter 
than any other stock on tbe farm. 
After they are two past, my horses 
coat me leas to winter then than my 
cattle, and do better oa ordinary pas 

The second year s feed and car* Is 
perhaps not so imporisnt with the 
lighb r breeds of horses aa It la with 

the draft breeds, where bone and 
weight are prime requlaltea on the 
market The imisirUnt thing la to 
secure the nice development of bone 
and conformation during the earlier 
and more rapidly growing period of 
the colt'a life. 

The colt or yearling may become 
uathrtrty with the beat of feed and 
care unless they are kept free from 
lice A tables|MM>nrul per colt— of 
sulphur mixed with their feed— and 
fed alternately once every other day 
will qulck!> rid the colta of lice.
